In fact,a policy of that character which 
should approach more nearly the domain of 
non-iateryention. On these points I held the 
strongest possible opinions, I do not see my 
way to alter those opinions.’’ 

OLD AND NEW TORYISM. 
It is felt by every one that the point at issue

Manning should not accept the tempting offer 
of this bank presidency, the position will be 
given to Mr. Jordan. Mr. Manning could not 
be found last evening, but it is doubtful if he 
would express an off-hand opinion upon so im- 
portant a matter without careful considera- 
tion. It is not believed he will ac- 
cept, although he will be offered a 
salary double that he now receives. He 
has practically made all the reputation he 
can in the Treasury, and he has served his 
chief loyally. If Mr. Manning should go, Mr, 
Fairchild would possibly be made Secretary 
of the Treasury. It is argued that Mr. Man- 
ning, pot being overstrong as yet, might 
hesitate to assume new responsibilities. Of 
course, with his active and energetic asso- 
ciate, Mr. Jordan, it would be different than 
if he were going into a new enterprise with 
strangers. Mr. Manning likes the life in 
Washington. His duties now do not press 
upon him. It will probably take him several 
days to decide just what he will do with the 
offer.

NATURAL GAS, 
If the Edwardsville Well Does Not Pan, 
Fuel Gas Will Be Made in St. Louis. 


The company of St. Louis manufacturers 
who have backed the search for natural gas 


near Edwardsville, II., have made 
arrangements for incorporation in Un- 
nois, under the name t. Louis 
Natural Gas and Oil Company. They 


purchased the stock, etc. of the Goertner Gas 
& Oil Co, of Edwardsville, but not being cer- 
tain of the validity of that charter have 
thought it best to procure a new charter. The 


work of drilling the well has progressed rapid- 
ly in the last few days, a depth of between 100 
and 12% #£feet having been reached.

from St. Louis to Edwardsvilie when gas is 
reached, and will provide a banquet for the 
St. Louis men who have back the enter- 
prise. But if gas is not found there a 
company of substantially the same 
men who are interested in the drilling 
will be formed for the manufacture of gas for 
fuel purposes. Weregard the drilling as an 
experiment worth trying. The indications 
are favorable to gas. The drillers who have 
had much experience think it is there. They 
are much impressed with the country. We 
will not be sure, however, till it is found.“

A MONOPOLY DEFEATED. 


Southern Planters Gain a Victory Over the 
Oil Trust Company. 


New ORLEANS, La., January 28.—The cotton 
planters along the Mississippi River have won 
a victory over the American Cotton Oil Trust, 
for yesterday the price of cotten seed on the 
river bank was raised to $9 per ton near Vicks- 
burg, $9.50 near New Orleans, $7.50 on tribu- 
tary streams and $7 at railroad stations. This 
is not as good a price as formerly 
prevailed, when the seed averaged from 


$10 to $12 per ton, but it is a big 
advance on the rates the Oil Trust has 
been lately 22 When, upon the openin 

of the cotton season this year, it was found 
that the Oil Trust had secured an almost com- 
plete control of the cotton seed mills, it was 
announced that it would pursue a policy of 
forcing down the prices of the raw — 
cotton seed, and force up that of the products, 
and that it would contro! the industry with an 
won hand. A large number of planters de- 
termined to resist the pool, and the result of 
thetr efforts has been a decrease to date of 40 
per centin the supply of cotton seed—a con- 
dition of affairs that has, it is asserted, forced 
the Oil Trust to concede substantial advances.

THE SENATE. 

In the Senate this morning the only matter 
that created astir of any note was Senator 
Bali’s amendment to Senate bill No. 90, pro- 
viding for the refunding and paymentof the 
State debt, which, in its o nal condition, 

rovided that not more than $250,000 shall be 

nsterred in any one year to the sinking 
fund of the State for the payment of the State 
debt. Mr. Ball’s amendment strikes out the 
word ‘‘more’’ and inserts the words ‘‘less 
than two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 
The amendment was adopted. 

Senate bill No. 87, introduced by Mr. Me- 
Ginnis of St. Louis, providing for a change in 
the practice in criminal courts, was this morn- 
ing placed upon its passage and failed to 
carry. The bill made it discretionary 
with Circuit Judges to nt severances in 
felony trials where seve parties have been 
jointly indicted, it now being obligatory upon 
such officials to grant these severances when- 
ever applied for by any accused party when 
placed on trial. 

The following resolution, offered by Senator 
Smith of Cape Girardeau, was adopted: 

Be it resolved, Thatthe House of Represen- 
tatives be invited to concurin the resolution 
heretofore adopted by this body, authorizing 
the appomtment of a committee of five to in- 
quire into the origin, managementand control 
and condition of the Agricultural College lo- 
cated at Columbia, Mo., and a department of 
the State University; and also to 
inguire into the history of the 
Congressional grant of college lands made 
to them with other states, and the sale of 
these lands, the investment of the proceeds 
arising therefrom and all stocks, moneys or 
other property —— thereto; and that a 
like committee appointed from the House 
to act in conjunction with the Senate com- 
mittee appointed heretofore. 

THE HOUSE. 

The bill repealing the St. Louis law of 1857, 
relating to the observance of the Sunday law, 
pending consideration of which the House ad- 
journed yesterday, came up in regular order 
this morning. Mr. Vernon Knapp of St. Louis 
moved that consideration of the billfor en- 
grossment be postponed, and that 
the bill be made the special order 
of business for next Wednesday at 
10:30 o’clock.

MR. KROEGER’S CONCERT. 


The Young Composer Scores a Brilliant Suc- 


cess—Amusement Netes. 


It is safe to say that the concert of Mr. 
Ernest R. Kroeger at Memorial Hall contained 
a revelation for a large portion of the splendid 
audience present. It was the discovery of a 
musical genius in this city. Most musicians 
and lovers of music here were aware 
that Mr. Kroeger was an exceptionally 


brignt young composer, but the real quality of 
his work was scarcely appreciated until 8 
found that selections of his own composition 
could keep an ce thoroughly enter- 
tained and breathless with sed wonder 


It would be too much to expect fro ° 
er the finish and sustained power of the 
older composers, but the elements of the high- 
est achievement were wanifest in is 
work. It was original and strik- 
ingly vigorous and spirited, while 
the composer displayed an inventive faculty 
and resourceful power which made every 
piece asurprise in melody or harmonic ar- 
rangement. A deeper element than any of 
these, that of imagination, was strong in sev - 
eral compositions, which were full of sugges- 
tion, and developed the themes with fine in- 
telligence and skill, It is not the least merit 
in the concert that the selections were made 
with taste, and some of them possessed a 
high order of melody, which rendered them 
pleasing to all hearers.

The risibilities ot a jury are exercise d to-day 


before Judge Barclay in the trial ot a case ap- 
pealed from a Justice’s Court, wherein Val- 
entyn Ludowiski, a Polish Catholie, seeks 
damages for expulsion from the St. 
Stanislaus Roman Catholic Benevolent So- 
clety. The expelled member alleges that 
the society kicked him out for an alleged dis- 
respectful remark about the priest. In the 
Justice’s Court the judgment was against him. 
Counselor Garvey appears for the plaintiff, 
and Edmond A. B. Garesche for the society. 
The testimony was interpreted for the jury by 
Polish experts and counsel relieved the mo- 
hotony of the proceedings by numerous objec- 
tions and comments sandwiched in with co- 
pious authorities. 

The following grounds for expulsion from 
the society were quoted from the book of 
rules and regulations: If they are members 
ofsecret societies forbidden by the Ohurch; 
if they do not fulfill their duties as Catholics; 
if they do not go to church on Sundays 
or teast days; if they do not 
receive the sacrament at Easter; 
if they neglect the Catnolic instruction of 


their children ; if they send them without the 
knowledge and permission of the pastor to 
non-Catholic schools; if they would mock the 
Catholic Church, oppose the pastor or calum- 
niate him before others; if they get drunk and 
continue to do ao after three admonitions.

It is further alleged that he went 
out riding with young girls, leaving his 
wife at home neglected; that he boasted to 
her of his infatuation for other women and 
kept the likeness of one woman under his pil- 
low at night. Mrs. Ashley, in conclusion, al- 
leges that her husband associated with lewd 
characters and conducted himseif in a dis- 
graceful manner. She declares that the charges 
contained in his amended petition are false, 
and that he has forced her into court to de- 
fend her character. 


No Marriage-Gift Promised. 


An answer was filed in court to-day in the 
ante-nuptial contract suit filed by Mr. Edward 
G. Cherbonnier against Andrew V. Cherbon- 
nier, his father. The latter admits that the 


laintiff is his son and that he was born in 1851. 
1881 he was engaged to be mar- 
ried to Miss Annie O. Case and 
informed his father of it. They 
were married April 27,, 1881. The defendant 
avers, however, that Dr. Case and his family 
were strangers to him until his son became 
engaged to be married to Miss Case. No promise 
or agreement was ever made by the defendant 
either with bis son or with Dr. Case to give 
any property to the young people.

LONDON BUSINESS MEN.

The firm 
ynder-currentof beliefin the imminent danger 
of war steadily increases regardless of spas- 
modic outbursts. There is no surer pulse by 
which to prove this than the doubt and un- 
certainty which universally prevail in Lon- 
don’s business and financial circles. I have 
taken pains to obtain the opinions of some of 
the leading financial institutions here, select- 
ing those best known in America, and who do 
a large international business. Ihave also 
called upon United States Consul General 
Waller and on a few other Americans here who 
gre in a position to express trustworthy views. 
Consul-General Waller is brought into con- 
tact with a great number of leading business 

men of London. 
CONSUL-GENERAL WALLER’S OPINION. 

„suppose, said he, that an average of 
one hundred business men a day come into 
my office. I do not see all of them myself 
and, therefore, do not know the opinions of 
ali of them on the question of war in Europe; 
put I think Iknow the general drift thereof. 
Just now, that there is a possibility of a war 
ig uppermost in the minds of nine-tenths of 
these men. It is not so much a question of 
whether war will be declared in thirty, sixty 
or ninety days, as the fact that a painfal un- 
certainty exists. It holds everything in abey- 
ance. There are no new ventures being made, 
no new enterprises being organized; they 
look for no change while there is a possible 
declaration of either peace or war. I have 
seen a good many bankers during the past 
few days, and I am sure this is the view they 
as well as the merchants take of the situation. 
The fear of war is having a very bad effect on 
dusiness. 

A REAL WAR SCARE. 

The senior partner of Messrs. Seligman 
Brothers of London, correspondent of the 
Seligman Banking House at New York, was 
perfectly frank in expressing his opinion. 
“There certainly is a real war scare, he said, 
„and it has a paralyzing effect in financial 
circles. I do not believe that the French want 
war. They know war with Germany would be 
suicidal, Dut there is a very nervous feeling 
there as well asin Germany. I do not doubt 
that part of the agitation in Germany is ofa 
factitious nature, worked up for political pur- 
poses, but there is behind that a feeling of 
great uncertainty and distrust. The situation 
may clear up after the spring election of 
the new Reichstag, and it may not. 
Very much depends on the result of that 
election. The truth is that both Germany and 
France are in a highly inflammable state, and 
we may be said to be living on a volcano which 
is liable to break forth at any moment, I hope 
we shall avoid war, and my impression is that 
we will. I believe, too, that this is the 
opinion of most of the financial men. They 
are all opposed to war. The effect of this state 
of affairs is very depressing, There is a dis- 
position everywhere to be conservative and 
to withdraw from and to avoid all new or ven- 
turesome enterprises. I don’t think we can 
expect anything else till there is some positive 
guarantee of peace between France and Ger- 
many.’’ 

FINANCIAL INTERESTS AFFECTED. 

Messrs. Brown, Shipley & Co., the American 
and English bankers, made the following 
statement: The effect of a war between 
France and Germany is having a very decided 
effect on all financial interests. This caused 
the Bank of England rate to be adyanced and 
that of necessity cripples some enterprises. 
All disposition to go into speculative ventures 
has been checked; not speculative operations, 
as applicable to the stock exchange, but in 
lines where banks are more immediately con- 
cerned, such as the carrying of industrial 
enterprises. There is notmuch doing now 
Outside that which is already cut and dried, 
nor is there any prospect of an improvement

A BAD 8TATE OF AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Burns, the manager of the banking 
house of Morgan & Co., said: ‘‘The state of 
affairs is about as bad as if war had been ac- 
tually declared. But Ithink there will be a 
rebound and that it will be very much in favor 
of America. The very uncertainty of the sit- 
uation will be beneficial to certain manufac. 
turing interests in which America is interest- 
ed. The first effect is, of course, to depress 
all classes of securities—Americvan more, 
perhaps, than any others, for they are more 
largely dealt in—because the German and 
French holders naturally want to sell, so 
they c&n concentrate their arms.

WESTERN RATES. 


The Chicago & Alton Puts on War Paint 
and Threatens a War. 


CHICAGO, III., January 284 local paper 
says this morning that the competition of the 
Chicago & Northwestern and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad for the Kansas 
traffic, via Omaha and the Marysville cut-off of 
the Union Pacific, thus severely cutting into 
the business of the Southwestern Railway 
Association lines, is almost certain to lead to 


a serious war in rates on all Western 
freight business. Since the completion 
of the Marysville cut-off, both the 


Northwestern and Milwaukee 4 st. Paul 
commenced totake businese at cut rates to 
Kansas territory. At rst the lumber rates 
were cut by those roads, and they succeeded 
in getting the bulk of that traffic. Since then, 
it is stated, those roads have also commenced 
to compete for all other Kansas traffic, and 
succeeded in taking considerable business 
from the Southwestern roads. It was at first 


proposed that the Southwestern § Rail- 
way Association should make war upon 
the Northwestern and Milwaukee 
& St. Paul roads to compel them 


to keep out of Southwestern or rather Kansas 
territory, but as all the roads in the South- 
western Association, except the Ailton, are 
also members of the Western Traffic Associa- 
tion, no unanimous action could be reached, 
as the Omaha lines in the Southwestern Asso- 
ciation, Dy making war upon the Northwest- 
ern and Milwaukee & St. Paul, would hurt 
themselves as much asthe latter roads. Now 
it is said the Alton road, which is most seri- 
ously affected by the competition of the North- 
western and St. Paul, has decided to make a 
fight ainst these roads.

MAKES OUR BLOOD BOIL. 


THE NEW CANADIAN LAW WHICH HAS 
STIRRED UP THE AMERIOAN LAW. 


Mere Suspicion to Justify the Right to Search 
All American Vessels Entering Canadian 
Ports — The Law in Full — Ketaliatory 
Measures Proposed by the United States 
—Some New Facts About the Fishery 
Troubles. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpatcu. 

WasHINGTON, D. O., January 2.—Members 
of the Senate and House Foreign Committee 
think the public does not comprehend the real 
points of difference between this Government 
and that of Canada upon the fisheries ques- 
tion, It is not what Canada has done, but 
what Canada proposes to do, which has stirred 
up Congress to adopt retaliatory measures. 
The fact appears to be generally ignored that 
Canada last year passed a new law, which as- 
sumes the right to search all of our vessels 
entering her ports. All that is necessary under 
the law is mere suspicion. Any American 
vessel entering Canadian ports from now on 
would be subject to examination and possible 
condemnation in the event of not satisfying 
some disagreeable and impertinent official, 
who should not happen to be satisfied with 
the answers to his ing@ries. This act of the 
Canadian Parliament has received the royal 
assent, therefore England is equally responsi- 
ble for it. 

THE ACT. 

In order that this question may be fairly un- 

derstood this law is here reproduced in full: 


An act to further amend the act respecting 
fishing by foreign vessels. Reserved by the 
Governor-General on Wednesday, 8d of 
June, 1886, for the signification of the 

neen’s pleasure thereon. 

Royal assent given by Her Majesty in Council 
on the 26th day of November, 1888. 

Proclamation thereof made on the 2th day of 
December, 1886. 

Whereas, It is expedient forthe more effectual 
protection of the inshore fisheries of Canada 
against intrusion by foreigners, to further 
amend the act entitled, ‘‘An act respecting 
fishing by foreign vessels,’’ passed in the 
thirty-first yous of Her Majesty's relgn, and 
chaptered 61; therefore, Her Majesty by, and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows: 

1. The section substituted by the first sec- 
ti of the act 83d Victoria, chapter 151, 
entitled An act to amend the act respecting 
fishing by foreign vessels,’’ for the third sec- 
tion of thereinbefore recited act, is hereby 
repealed and the following section substi- 
tuted in lieu thereof; 

Any oneof the officers or persons herein- 
before mentioned may bring any ship, vessel 
or boat being within any barbor in Canada or 
hovering in British waters within three ma- 
rine miles of any of the coasts, creeks or bar- 
bors of Canada, into any port and search her 
cargo, and may also examine the master upon 
oath touching the cargo and voyage; aud if the 
master or person in command does not 
truly answer the questions put to him he ehail 
incur a penalty of $400, and if such ship, ves- 
sel or boat is foreign or not navigated accord- 
ing to the laws of the United Kingdom or of 
Canada and (a) has been found fishing or pre- 

aring to fish, orto have been found fleht g 
n British waters, within three miles of any of 
the coasts of Canada, not included within the 
above-mentioned limits, without a license or 
after the expiration ofthe term named in the 
last license granted to such ship, vessel or 
boat, under the first section of this act; or (b) 
bas entered such waters for any purpose not 
permitted by treaty or convention, or by any 
law of the United Kingdom or of Canada, be- 
ing in force, such ship, vessel or boat and 
tackle, rigging, furniture, stores and cargo 
thereof shall be forfeited. 

2. The acts mentioned in the schedule here- 
to are hereby repealed. 

8. This act shall be construed as one with 
the said ‘‘act respecting fishing by foreign 
vessels, aud the amendments thereto. 

POWERS UNDER THB AOT. 

The Canadian officiais have construed the 
fishery treaty with great wnkindness and 
have shown reat iiliberality during 
the last year. th such a law as the fore- 
going the officials will have endless oppor- 
tunity for harassing and annoying our mer- 
chant marine. There is nothing more certain 
in the world than this: The captains of Ameri- 
can vessels will not submit to any such ex- 
amination where er have complied with 
the customs regulations presses ae their 
entry into Canadian ports. Undoubtedly ves- 
sels visiting Canadian waters during the 
coming summer will go armed prepared to 
resist any such law. The members of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee have, therefore, 
recommended strong — —2 legislation 
for the purpose of checking Canada, and 
bringing her to terms before a dispute be- 
comes serious. Under that law of Oanada, 
if it is enforced, everything is possible. Con- 


blood is shed no one oould f resee the out- 
come. The members who have been most 
earnest in pushing for legislation to give the 
President extraordinary powers are actuated 
by a desire to avoid a serious quarrel which 
might lead to war between two nations which 
have every reason and desire to avoid a 
serious quarrel and which should be friendly. 

It is believed the Oanadians have adopted 
this course of annoyance for the purpose of 
forcing a reciprocity treaty upon this coun- 
try. The Umited States will never surrender 
tothe Canadian Government the rights as- 
sumed by it in the law quoted above, and if 
the Canadian authorities seek to enforce that 
law, there is not a man in public life but who 
believes there will be serious trouble before 
the summer is over.
